moit important offices in fociety—thrown a burden on 
his friends, or obliged to fubjeét himfelf to the drud- 
gery, the dependence, and often to the infults of a fa- 
mily, or to bury his talents and learning within the 
clay-built walls of fome country village-[chool. In 
fuch a fituation, poor and unprovided, yet obliged to 
maintain a decent external appearance, how {trange 
is it tor fuch men, when called to labour in the way of 
their profeffion, to begthe ONLY PERSONS who, in 
their profeffional line, afk no récompence for their 
labours! Nay, inftead of receiving a recompence, 
ut themfelves often to much expence, not only of 
abour, trouble, and time, bnt even of money, in the 
»erformance of their gratuitous fervices! “ The la- 
fares,” in all profelhons, “ is*worthy of bis hire ;” 
and when men wilh tobe generous, and beltow fa- 
vours, they Commonly make it arule, however, even 
with their belt friends, to hold as facred the price of 
labour ; for it is their living, the refult of the profei- 
fion, by which only they are to be maintained. 

This meeting, therefore, is to take into confidera- 
tion a Pacers refpecting ‘* an agreement tobe en- 
tered into by all the Preachers witsin the above mene, 
tioned Prefbyteries, to preach for no perfon under a

MARTINIQUE. 

3 St Pierre, Sept. 27. 1789. 

No bufinefs has been done here theft three days, 


owing to the great Revolution in France, ‘which has ' 


reached this iiland in its full force. _ All ranks’ of 
people have’ gor the National Cockade,and the [tieets 
refound with the cry of J’/ve fe Tiers Etat! ‘The mer-, 
chants waited.on the General, and prefeuted him with 
the cockade, which he refufed to wear, telling them, 
if they dit not defiit, he would make them know his 
power, by fetting fire to the four quarters of St Pierre. 
The merchants replied, that in that cale he /hould him- 
LF grace the middle of the flames. . The General 
thought it prudent to retire to Fort Royal. The mer- 
chants then went to the Governor, who likewife de- 
clined wearing the cockade. Theytold himthey did 
not come to ak him to wear the cockade as a favour, 
but to command him to wear it. He immediately put 
itin his hat. ‘hey then went on the barracks, and

took the Freach cockades trom the foldiers, and gave . 


them the National ones, which the foldiers chearful-. 
ly accepted, their officers having previoufly waited 
on the merchants, aad told them their fwords and. 
themtélves were at their fervice. The whole inha- 
bitants tien went ta. procetlion ta the church, with 
colours flyiug, and bearing the flag of America, where 
afolemn Te Deu was-performed for the reftoration 
of Preach’ liberty. They made the Governor walk 
with them, and declare on the altar, that he would 
fapporc the ftandard of the pecple. They then plant- 
ed the Prench and American (tandards together, aad

Extraf of a letter from a Gentleman at Lewes, Suf- 
Jfexon Delaware, Sept. 2.1789. 
“ A remarkable tornado, hutricane, whirlwind, or 
water+{pout, with, {torm and hail, difcharged itfelf in 
the neighbourhood of Lewes, between four and five 
o’clock im the afternoon of the fecond inftant. What 
I obferved, and have learned concerning it, is as fol- 
lows:--That avery black cloud arofe at S. W. the 
- wind having been foutherly all that day. ‘This cloud was 
flowly carried to the call, till it reached the fea, when 
it began to move rapidly towards the north, or north- 
weil; ppflibly by atrade-wind, After it pafled Lewes, 
, going up the bay, it feemed to meet a {trong north 
- wind from the land, when by the meeting of various 
‘ winds in.almoit oppofite directions, a tornado enfued, 
-winctrfeemed to taife much water high into the regi- 
ons of eternal froft and ice. The whirlwind then took 
to the ‘lands and feems to have made dn arch, at a 
miletand ahalf, or two-miles diftance from Lewes ; 
‘at leattas.to the nucleus, vortex, center or axis of it, 
perhaps the length of the line, or half circle which it 
ran, would meafure five miles. Its courfe is effectu- 
ally marked by great deva{tation—the whirlwind 
breaking the moft flourithing green oak trees, often 
in the nuddle, and fome near the tops—fences were 
levelled with the earth, fields of Indian corn totally 
{tripped of their leaves, even’ the humble Irifh pota- 
toes wete torn up-and itrewed in the duft. Thefe 
things were done inthe middle of it, where the hail 
latted four minutes, as large as mufket thot; fome 
birds were found. dead, a fome old houfes blown 
, down; &e. but by the kindnefs of Heaven no human 
lives*were loft. * But for a mile or a mile and a half 
‘ardund its internal furious whirl, what I faw molt 
remarkable, was, that fheets. of folid water fell in- 
{tead of rain. The blaft followed in quicker fuc- 
cefhon> than waves in the fea, -and every bla(t 
brought. a wave, fo quickly, that though my pro- 
f{pect. was from a hill, yet on the defcending ground 
he avater could neither fink nor run off, but 
ftood over. the whole ground like a pond. 
Some bail alfo feli tor 2 or 3 minutes, bet with lefs 
fury, and of lefs magnitude than in the vortex, yet fo 
as to.-break fome panes. of glais, fo that one houfe had 
40 lights broken, others leis, as they were more or 
lefs expofid. Very fharp thunder alfo attended it, 
which probably broke the whirl, and fhortened its du- 
ration, The warmelt gratitude is due to the glorious 
Ruler of Nature that the town was dpared,. and in the 
country fo little damage fuftained.”

~—~Jovrnsrmen Carpenters Conspizacy. 

On Monday lait Thomas Edward Bevan, 
Parkinfon, Thomas a/ias John Wright, and James 

infley, were arraigned on indiétments for conipi- 
ring againit their mafters to raife the journeymens 
wages. 

Mr Septet, for the defendants, obferved, that 

fach indiétments were inftituted for the purpofe of 
preventing combinations, very dreadful in their na- 
ture and confequence. If that object could be at- 
tained without putting the unfortunate defendants in 
a fituation of being without any refource, cither for 
their own fupport or that of their families, the ends 
of public juitice would be anfwered. He thought 
that object attained, though there were unlawful com- 
binations exifting, and very many perfons were then 
languithing tor limilar offencés, in different jails, in 
the moft miferab'e fituation. He therefore threw the 
defendants on the mercy of the profecutors and the 
Court, undertaking they fhould plead guilty; and 
thould they at any time be guilty of any fort of of- 
fence or combination, or avow any thing againft the 
antere(t of their mafters, then they might be brought 
up to receive that puvifhment which they would de- 
ferve. He wilhed to avoid the confequences of a con- 
viction, which mutt inevitably be ruin, mifery, and 
diftrefs, tothe defendants. 

Mr Sylvetter, for their matters, obferved, that the 
ends of thefe profecutions were attained, if the de- 
fendants were convinced that what they had done 
was wrong: That the mafters had no with to injure, 
nor any animofity againft any one of the men. It 
was the alarming combination they wanted to fap- 
prefs ; and the punifhment of thefe men mutt be ex- 
ceedingly fevere, if the maiters proceeded to convict 
them. It,was not their with to tear them from their 
families, and fend them for two or three years to a 
loathfome jail. He therefore faid, if thefe men were 
fincere, woald come into Sourt with that contrition 
which was expected from them, — guilty, and 
throw themfelves on the mercy of the profecutors, 
thofe profecutors had no with to purfue them toa 
fevere punifhment, unlefs they fhould offend again. 

Mr Garrow faid,. it wilh be well for thefe men to 
remember, that thisis not the conclufion of the bufi- 
nefs.. It is only the evil day poftponed; it is only 

unifhment ‘remitted. If they behave as mem- 
ers of fociety, this offence will not be included in 

the catalogue of their fins ; but if they do not, it will 
increafe the fcore of theit offences. Thefe men are 
to.underftand, that if they do not offend again, they 
will pa up for punifhment ; but it is alfo 
to be underftood, that this favour is extended to them. 
on condition that they fhall not enter into any new 
they will do their utmoft, by their influence and ex- 
ple, to prevent the like in others. In fhort, it is 
a fincere repentance that we afk for, and that repen- 
tance to be fhewn by Sipe good conduét, for the be- 
nefit of the trade in general. 

Mr Recorder. e Counfel for the defendants 
feems to have taken a part which certainly does _his 
feelings much honour ; and I hope, may be of effen- 
tial fervice to the public. If we impofe a fevere pu- 
nifhment on the parties, when the combination is at 
an end, we in fa& do an injury to the public ; be- 
caufé we are depriving them of the advantage of a 
great many honeft, fober citizens; of men who ha- 
ving once done wrong, are difpofed to do right. 


The Jaw knows no refentment again{t the perfons 
_ Of itidividuals ; it is the crime alone which the law 
feeks to punith; 


but ‘if thefe profecutions were ta 
take effect, and we were to punifh theie men, the 
all probability, they would form very bad connections, 
and the public would be very.materially injured, by 
the inforcement of this kind of profecution. The 
conduét of the Counfel for the mafters does them 
- equal honour, and the profecutors have fhewn lenity 
to thefe men; but, at the fame time that they have 
fhewn that lenity, on thofe grounds upon which a 
ublic man ought always to act, as individuals they 
Pave abandoned any private refentment that might 
have exifted in their minds againft thefe men. In 
fhort, public advantage feems to be the only motive 
of thefe profecytions, and the mafters are now ready 
to fhew the defeudants every favour they can, upon 
condition of their behaving better in future. It is ne- 
ceflary fomething fhould be held over the heads of 
thefe people by way of terror, and after what has 
been faid by the Counfel_for the prifoners, I fhould 
hope there will be no occafion, on the parts of the 
matters, to bring forward againft them the judgment 
of the Court. : ‘ 
Their recogaizances were. refpited till further or- 





ers. 

We hope this humane difpofition of the mafters 
towards the prifoners, will have its proper effect, and 
tend to fupprefs that {pirit of combination, which has 
Jately agitated the journeymen of different trades ;— 
but, fhould any new combinations be formed, the of- 
wa matt expect the utmoft punifhment the law 
allows.
